Students Society Argue 
Hungary, Female Union

Due to tlie laclt of a quorum yesterday, tiie Students' 
Society open meeting: was unable to resolve the problem 
of the Women's Union and a stand on the Hungarian issue. 



Considering the Hungarian Is- 
sue, Roy Heenan McGIll NFCUS 
Chairman, first reported the 
presently known facts. An Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists, 
which is not affiliated with any 
government, staled that sentence 
was passed on thirty-six students 
in a trial which saw a large 
number of witnessei for the pro- 
secution and none for the de- 
fense. Sentences ran from a five 
year imprisonment to the death 
penalty. - 

After an ineffective appeal in 
July, eight students were exe- 
cuted around August IS.'. 

RESOLUTION 

Heenin'-then submitted a re- 
solution proposing the stand for 
McGiil University on the Hun- 
garian issue which read : 

WHEREAS reports emonad'nt; 

from Hungary suggest Ihat-Hun- 
garian youths are oeitig unjustly 
tried ami executed as a result 
of the 1958 Revolution in that 
country, 

WHEREAS these reports have 
been partially substantiated by 
the International Commission of 
Jurists in their latest Bulletin, 

WHEREAS t h e Hungarian 
Government has barred Sir Les- 
lie Munro, the U.N.'s special re- 
presentative on Hungary from 
visiting that country to ascertain 
the fads; ~ , 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED; 

'That we the students, of ItcCiH 
Vniversity strongly ' protest | to 
the Hunsarton Government 
against any such injustices. 

That we further deplore the 
fact that Sir Leslie Munro has 
been prevented from investig- 
ating the situation and demand 
that the Hungarian Goueniment 
atloto such an investigation, and 
finally. 

That we request the Canadian 
Delegation to the United Nations 
to strive tior a full debate and 
examtriatioh- of the Htmgarian 
situation by the General Assem- 
bly. 

Introducing the topic of the 
Women's Union, Bryce Weir, 
President of tli» SEC, first sta- 
led the facts as they stand at the 
present time. The male students 
on campus arc now paying $3.50 
to support the Students' Union, 
while women . students' fees are 



divided with $1 going to tlia 
Women's Union and $2,50 allotod 
to the Students' Union. An exam- 
inatlon of the role and function 
of the Women's Union is neces- 
sary, said Weir, to determine tho 
financial relationship between 
the Students' and- Women's 
Unions and to establish the ex- 
tent of facility requirements for 
the Women's Union in the pro- 
posed new union building. 

POSITION DEBATED 

Lillian Caplan, BA 2, took tha 
floor to explain the position of 
the Women's Union. The Wo- 
men's Union is interested in 
uniting the female student body 
and providing a program of 
events instituted for their ben- 
efit. During the course of thcsu 
events, said Miss Caplan, res- 
ident and non-resident students 
are given a chance to get to- 
gether and make new acquaint- 
ances. 

The SEC is overlooking the 
individual in its schedule, said 
Norma Phillips. B.Com. 1. The 
Women's Union has filled this 
deficiency. 

Since ' I don't see that tha 
Women's Union has sufficiently 
fulfilled the purpose of uniting 
the female student body, tha 
scholarship fund seems to bo 
next on the list of importance, 
said Judi Zeisier, BA 2. How- 
ever, this and other projects 
sponsored by the Women's Union 
could be carried out with equal 
success by one students' Union 
which, would - compris eairiliLitu - 
dents,! male and' female?"''*''*!' ' 
FINANCES CONTROLLED 

John Roland B.Eng. 5, held 
that the finances of the. Women's 
Union' Ishould 'be based on a 
statutory grant from the SEC, 
Student finances are controlled 
by this council on which the 
female students have a vote 
which is exactly parallel to the 
percentage of women on campus. 

Every club on campus must bs 
subject to the SEC, said Ted Hig- 
glns, B.Eng. 5.. If, the Women's 
Union is deeméd a- necessity., its 
finances should be '"^provided 
either by a statutory grant from 
the SEC or' the women should 
tax themselves- to gather the 
needed amount. . 

Candidates from all faculties 
for the coming SEC elections 
were introduced to the students 
at the mectingi».

They were satisfied with the 
quality ot the magazine and feel, 
sure that their readers are inte- 
rested in the creative work of 
university students. This year 
copies of FORGE will be sent to 
a number of critics and u/iiver- 



sitics in Canada and the United 
States. 

Contributions ' to FORGE are 
also eligible for the Chester 
.Macnagliton Prizes, Two prizes, 
one of $50 and the other ot $30, 
arc offered annually for creative 
writing. A copy of the work 
must be submitted to the Regis- 
trar. Awards are made by the 
University Scholarships Commit» 
tee. . 

FORGE, in coniunction with 
The Player's Club, tentatively 
plans to print one of tho one-act 
plays produced in "EXPERIMEN- 
TAIS 60" to mark the tenth year 
of experimental theatre at Mc- 
Gill. 

The preliminary deadline for 
contributions to FORGE Is De- 
cember 18, 1959. The final dead- 
line is January '8, 1060. Manus- 
cripts must be typewritten, dou- 
ble-spaced, and may be left with 
George at the Tuck Shop in the 
Union.

Member Canadian UnUenliT Frète 
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Dont Vote ■ 

Probably less than fifty per cent of the campus will 
«0 to polls today ta elect eight representatives to the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. If, by this time, you.havej.not 
decided for whom you will vote and for what reason, 
don't vote. 

Each year the students are exhorted to vote. Eager 
beavers, parroting a slogan borrowed from pur friends 
south of the border, beseech and entreat us to Vote as 
you wish, but VOTE". Now it is true that voting is a 
democratic right, and that it is also a duty. But to vote 
just for the principle of voting is merely an abuse of this 
right and a dereliction of duty. 

Eiirlier this week we printed a genîral set of rules 
to aid students in choosing their representatives. It was 
pointed out that those elected would be assuming a very 
responsible position, and that a certain amount of re- 
search into the capabilities of the candidates was requir- 
ed before a prospective voter came to his decwion,,If you 
have not given this election any serious consideration, 
don't vote. If vou are just going to choose arbitrarily a 
name from the ballot, or plan to put your X beside the 
name of someone your friend is voting for, don't vote. 
And if you are simply going to the polls "for the principle 
of the thing", don't vote. 

By voting indiscriminately you will only be harming 
the Students' Society as a whole. It is far better that only 
ten per cent of the .student population vote, and vote 
intelligently, than having a 100 per cent turn-out of stu- 
dents who vote without knowing what they are doing. 

The . Toronto Farcity 

The Daily's counterpart at the University of Toron- 
to is a newspaper called The Varsity. In certain respects 
it is unique among college papers. The writing has a 
lively, interesting flair, and other college newspaper 
editors have been known to say that The Varsity could 
make a .story out of anything. This sort of quality does 
have its place in the newspaper racket, but sometimes 
Ave think T/ie lfarstïv overdoes it (perhaps, after reading 
The Telegram and Toronto Star all their lives, this is 
what The Varsity writers think a paper should be). A 
case in^point was thi.s Monday's issue of The Varsity. 

A front page article proclaimed that the grants i.s.sue 
in Quebec had been completely solved. It continued to 
outline;tiieiplan;by \yhich Quebec universities would now 
receive'nibhey'from the province in lieu of federal grants. 
Now, anyone who has bothered to keep him.self up-to- 
date on the situation would know that the supposed "so- 
lution" ia utter hogwash. The plan under which Sauvé 
wishes the problem to be solved has been public for at 
least a month. The only comment from Federal authori- 
ties, including that from Finance Mini.ster Fl^oinfyast 
Friday, has been admittedly amicable towardpj^Wvé's 
avowed hope to settle the grants issue,- biit never has 
there been one word of approval for the particular plan. 
And the only news emanating from Quebec City last 
Friday (when The Varsity claims the settlement was 
reached) was a story reporting that Fleming's comments 
had .sparked new hope that a solution .soon would be ar- 
rived at. Hardly the same thing at all. Perhaps The Var- 
sity did not think the news good enough for its .paper 
and, wishing to scoop all of Canada, prematurely an- 
nounced all was solved.- Sensationalist perhaps, but hard- 
ly news reporting. 

To lop everything off, though, The Varsity's edi- 
torial, entitled "Vindication", supported one hundred per 
cent the Quebec government's stand on grants down 
through the years. Everyone is entitled to his opinion, 
and if The Varsity wishes to believe that playing poli- 
tical football with-an autonomy clause and thus depriv- 
ing Quebec- universitiés of their funds is a good thing, 
we will not dispute its right in saying so. But this is 
hardly consistent with an issue on Quebec published last 
year by The Varsity which went to the other extreme 
and called Premier Duplessis a Hitler for his stand on 
ju.st this same problem. 

Before straying into the 'Quebec political field, either 
editorially or through supposedly news stories, JP/te Var- 
«lïy would do well to check ita facts. 



Growth, Union ^nd 
Overpopulation 

Sir: 

It has been brought to our 
altcnlion that the Progressive 
Conservative Club at McGill 
has been advocating, as part of 
its party platform, a policy of 
"growth through Union". Cer- 
tainly, sir, such a policy can be 
no more than a backward step.
